The prolonged contest over the stat - 
capital question is temporarily ended, and 
Frankfort wins. 

At yesterday's session the Constitn 
tional convention refused to submit tiie 
matter to a vote of the people and the 
Capital will remain where it is now lo- 
cated unless the next Legislature sees fit 
to remove It to some other point. 

The princijial speech yesterday in fa- 
vor of Fhukfort was made by ex-Gover- 
nor Knott. The Louisville TImea' oorre- 

sjionilcnt says: "He began hy saying that 
he knew silence was sometimes golden, 
i though speech was silver, but that he 
would consider himself recreant to the 
noblest impulses and duties of man if he 
did not raise his voice against any propo- 
sition looking to a breaking of faith with 
this fair city or toward doing an injustice 
to her. Then he paid a tribute to Frank- 
fort and Frankfort people, and the tears 
came when he told of their treatment of 
him d uring the four yean he lived among 
them. 

" ' I see before me,' he said, ' those who, 

like myself, are approaching the deepen- 
ing shadows of the dark beyond, whose 
feet have nearly touched the waters of 
the icy river of death. T abjure them not 
to end their honorable careers w ith in- 
justice or bad faith to any man or set of 
men. I see before nie thu.se otdy yet in 

imi nnoMtide of 
life. I abjure thi in not to lie;:iii hy mak- 
ing a mistake. 1 abjure you all not to 
send forth your honorable work here to 
an honest coiistitiu-ncy hearing the dam- 
nable blot of repudiation that all the 
multitudinous aeas can not effare.' 

" He turned then to the State s pieilg,- 
to this city in return for what the city 
had done by the State. He told the oft- 
story of the ])n sciit location of the ("ajti- 
tal, and w ith ucathiiig rhetoric denounced 
as deapicabie and to be deapiaed the plan 
hy which it w as soiiglit tO^IUMlfc the faith 
that our fathers made. 

" He aneeringly told of tbe promises of 
indemnity to the cityby tbe city to whom 
her jewel should be sold. He wanted to 
know who was to indemnify the i)rivate 
eitixen for wliat he should lose for liaving 
trusted in the thrice pledged honor of the 
Commonwealth. ' Mr. President, ' he said, 
' I beg of you, I pray you to, in the name 
of heaven, spare our Commonwealth this 
last hitti^r cup of humiliation and shame. 
If times liad ciiaiiged, and these changes 
demanded that the capital be removed, 
then remove as you promised to do, as 
the lathers agreed it should be removed, 
hy a two-thirds vote of the Li'gislatiire, 
the re])rosentatives of the people.'" 

Hon. (". .1. Ih'oiistoii spoke ill favor of 
suhmitting the (luestiwn to a vote of the 
people. He believed in the fundamental 
])rinciple8 of the government he loved. 
He said tliat for seven months he had 
fought for the right of the people of this 
Commonwealth, in face of vituperative 
o|)position and slaiuler. He congratu- 
lated the delegates who had been with 
him, struggling for seven montits for 
the Commonwealth's welfare, that those 
w ho, in the lobby, on the streets, and 
through the press, had abused end mis- 
rejtresented them, were now raising their 
voices in charging him and them with 
breaking Kentucky's plighted troth. He 
accused the delegate from Marion (Mr. 
Knott) of awakening from a \ an Winkle 
sleep of disinterestedness and scorn, that 
he was here with tears on his cheeks 
adjuring the young men not to, what— 
to allow the people to vote on thii ques- 
tion. 

Dr. Graham, of Marshall, followed in 

a siH-ech for Frankfort, and Colonel 
Young dosed for submitting theijuestiim. 

The discussion ended at 12 o'clock and 
the voting then commenced. All amend- 
ments were voted down, until the sub- 
stitute providing that "the seat of Gov- 
ernment of Kentucky shall remain at 
Frankfort, unless removed by a two- 
thinls vote of both houses of the General 
Assembly sitting first after tbe adoption 
of this Constitntioil." This was adopted 
by a vot<' of .52 t« 86. 

On the final vote Judge Whitaker, of 
this city, and Judge Field, of Bracken, 
voted in favor of Frankfort. 

The amendment providing that not 
exceeding $2,500,000 siiall be appropri- 
ated to build a capitol building at Frank- 
fort was defeated yeas i>, nays 79.

Electricity Versus Steam. 
Kluctricity for passenger aervioe, steam 
for freight trains. That, so some good 
authorities declare, will be the appor- 
tionment of the rival inergie.s on the 
railroad of the future. .Steam at liigh 
.speed reipiires iiuantittes of wml and 
water, thus largely increasing the weight 
to be carried, while the wear and tear of 
the generating apparatus is thought to be 
almost double when continuously forced. 
With electricity, on the other hand, it is 
quite otherwise. The faster you go, the 
greater is the economy over steniii. In- 
deed, as the speed increases the relative 
valoe of electricity propulsion increases 
enormously, an expert before a recent 
meeting of the Institute of Electrical 
Kngineers declaring that at 130 miles an 
hour it is something like six tipies more 
economical than steam. " If," said he, 
you can get 90 per cent, efliciency out of 
your electric service and have a frequent 
service at 20 miles an hour, electric pro- 
pulsion is even then slightly more econ- 
omical than stean prupuhiion." One of 
the beat known electric motor mannfac- 
turers recently declared it to be his be- 
lief that in the near future express trains 
between populous centers like New 
Viiik and I'hiladelphia would consist of 
two electric cars, to be started every ten 
minutes, and running at a speed of a 
mile 9 minute.— Scieutillc American.
